Cincinnati Doctor ] 
Criticizes Scoff 
At “Miracle” Cures 


Cincinnati. — Taking issue with 
those who have alleged that miracles 
are simply psychological manifesta- 
tions and that public belief in them is 
to be classified in the same category 
as black magic and witchcraft, Dr. 
Giles DeCourcy, Cincinnati physician 
and surgeon, in a letter to Edward N. 
2 resident of Price Hill Coun- 
eil, nights of Columbus, outlines 
what in his opinion is a more sensible 
consideration. 

Dr. DeCourey’s letter said in part: 

“In a recent Cincinnati daily news- 
paper, a prominent American surgeon, 
speaking of the miracles performed 
at the grave of Father Patrick 
Power, Malden, Mass., gave the fol- 
lowing opinion: 

An our present day of learning, no 
intelligent persons believe in miracles 
—that day has passed, with fairies 
and witchcraft. These so-called cures 
were affected only on people who had 
imaginary sickness, which include 
pains, deformities, and numerous other 
afflictions, which were self-evident.’ 

“His theory is, that ‘these patients 
approach these various shrines such as 
Lourdes, St. Anne de Beaupre and 
others with the faith of getting cured, 
and the psychological effect of the 
shrine, along with their faith, makes 
them forget their ailments and they 
go away cured.” 

“Until the time comes that the hos- 
pit, eminent surgeons and phy- 
sſeians can show more of the so-called 
psychological cures than Lourdes, St. 
Anne and other shrines, we will have 
to admit that there is something more 
than imagination to their alleged 
cures.” 

Dr. DeCourcy is widely known in 
the medical profession and is a mem- | 
ber of the staff of Good Samaritan 
Hospital.

‘Oil Well Is Sunk On 


Catholic Orphanage 
Ground in Oklahoma 


Oklahoma City—A sandy knoll 
ten miles west of Oklahoma City 
pecame the cynosure of oil men of 
the Mid-Continent area this week 
as the cellar was dug for a “wild- 
cat” oil well on the property of St. 
Joseph's Orphanage, lone charita- 
ble institution of the Diocese. The 
steel rigging will be reared 122 feet 
and will be within a stones throw 
of the large brick orphanage where 
180 children will be lulled to sleep 
by the chug of the engine. 

The bit will be sunk 6,700 feet if 
necessary, and five months must 
pass before the children will know 
whether or not they are to be the 
richest orphans in the world. If oil 
is struck the Orphanage will retain 
one eighth of all production. 

The test is eleven miles airline 
from the new Oklahoma City area, 
now potentially the greatest oil 
field ever discovered. Although 
only one year old, the field is pro- 
ducing 125,000 barrels of oil a day 
and this under 4 proration agree- 
nent. If opened up the wells would 
flow more than a half million bar- 
tels daily. Giant gushers are blow- 
ing in at the rate of four a week.
